Recreation is important for EVERYONE, including mentally retarded 
citizens. -Recreation in the broadest sense is the wholesome and creative 
use of leisure time. So mentally retarded persons have not been able 
te adjust in the community because they have not learned to constructively 
fill those leisure time hours when they are not in school or on thé job. 


Although some people think of recreation as fun only, others realize 
that recreation is an essential part of physical, social, emotional: and 
intellectual development. The scope of recreation is great enough so 
that. everyone, regardless of age or ability, can find some activities in 
which they can participate. 


The Indiana Association for Retarded Citizens, through its 
Recreation Commi ttée, undertook the task of sufveying the state to locate 
the existing recreation and Physical education programs involving mentally 
retarded persons, to provide data on existing programs which'could be 
‘disseminated to ititerested people, and to identify programmatic needs in - 
the area of recreation and physical education for the mentally retarded. 

Survey forms were mailed to Directors of Special Education, ~ =: 
Superintendents of Parks and Recreation, Directors of YWCA's and YMCA' s, 
and Executive Directors or Presidents of Associations for Retarded : e 
Citizens. Of the more than 300 survey questionnaires mailed, a total of ~ 
170 replies were received covering 65 of the 92 counties. “ .
